The presence of the North Carolina varsity football eleven here to
day offers an excellent suggestion for a discussion of the
weakness of the South Atlantic universities in failing to form an in-

tercollegiate association. Such a bedy would do more for the booming
of all college athletics in its section than nil tho desultory meetings of
the past twenty-fiv- e years. It is up to the powprs in all the universi-
ties of the section to forget past squabbles and to form such a body to
regulate and control intercollegiate athletics in all branches in this sec-

tion. Let's take football, for example.
Seven universities stand out in athletics in the South

Atlantic section Virginia, Georgetown, Washington and Leo, Virginia-Polytechn-
ic

Institute, North Carolina, South Carolina, and North Caro-
lina Agricultural and Mechanical. Nevertheless, it is almost impossible
to find a champion for the section. Take a look at the following football
schedules of these teams, and note how weak they are, so far as finding
the best of the section.

Coast or the extreme South. Nevertheless as things athletic go now in this
section, the natural rivals don't me't, for one reason or another

The time Is ripe now for some strong man In one of these seven Insti-
tutions lo set on foot a movement to bring them all together, forming a South
Atlantic Intercollegiate A A , patterned after the Western Conference or the
Southern I. A. A. This body should not be controlled by on) one man, hut
should be a democratic affair, each mmber having no more power than any
other. One college might have to give wa here or there for the betterment
of the whole, but the entire section wmiM lin fit This association should
have control over championships in football, baseball, basketball, and track.
True, pome of these Institutions might no! .ie eliong In some of these sports,
but they would not suffer particularly, excelling In some others. Interest would
Increase all along the line If the annual games meant something. We are all so
built as to want to win championships. If the Phillies nnd Bed Sox had
merely been playing a n series, without any world's title being In-

volved, do you suppose 4VXI persons would have congregated to see them'' It
was that championship that attracted the fans So It is with the college ath-
letes of the South Atlantic section They should forget their punv undergrad-
uate difficulties and combine for the betterment of them all. They can't wake
up any too soon, either.
